CASUALTIES. 


A FEARFUL EXPERIENCE. 

New Tonk, Feb. 11.—The schooner Speed- 
well, from Cadiz, arrived to-day with the Cap- 
tain and crew of the schooner Sallie M. Steel- 
man, from Charleston for Baltimore, which 
was abandoned at sea. The Captain of the 
Steelman mdkes\the following statement: Jan. 
20, twenty miles /southeast from Hatteras, en- 
countered a terrific gale lasting seventy hours, 
which washed everything movable from the 
decks. Used our last provisions on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 23. On the night of the 24th, dur- 
ing a heavy gale, sprung aleak. On tne 27th 
three of the crew gave out, lea only four to 
manage the vessel and pumps, and we were fast 
becoming exhausted. On the goth, George 
Leaman, colored, who had become crazy, at- 
tempted to take the life of Walter Sampson, 
but was instantly killed by the latter, who, dur- 
ing the afternoon, ate a portion of his dead 
body. On the 3ist we were rescued. 

Before leaving the schooner the crew become 
so crazed with hunger that it was sug- 
“ested they would be obliged to cast 
lots for one of the number to 
furnish food to keep the others alive. 
For eight days nothing passed their lips except 
fresh water and tobacco, which appeased their 
hunger only slightly. Finally one of the sailors 
was killed, in a quarrel, when his body was cut 
up. The upper part was thrown overboard,and 
the limbs were salted ddwn for food. From the 
thigh, stakes were cut almost before the flesh 
was cold, and broiled. These were eaten with 
a relish by the starving men. The crew con- 
sisted of a Captain, Mate, cook, and four sea- 
men, three of the latter colorea. 

THE METROPOLIS VICTIMS. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 11.—The Signal- 
Service station at the wreck of the Metropolis 
reports that two bodies were buried yesterday.

THE TARIFF BILL. 
THE PRESENT CONDITION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnmoron, D. C., Feb. 11.—The following 
statement as to the position of the Tariff bill is 
obtained from the highest source: 

The Ways and Means Committee to-day 
completed Schedule U of the Tariff bill, which 
includes hemp, jute, and flax goods. The Com- 
mittee considers each of them separately. No 
amendments have thus far been made that 
change the general character of the bill. The 
published bill shows several errors, 
and an expert from the Customs Di- 
vision of the Treasury has been 
sent to New York to confer with the Apprais- 
er’s Department asto further means of sim- 
plifyng the tariff. Mr. Wood to-day stated that 
in constructing the bill be followed the general 
arrangement of 

THE EXISTING TARIFF LAW. 

On account of this plan some of the imperfec- 
tions of the existing tariff laws are in the Wood 
bill. The expert above mentioned has called 
attention to this fact. Few changes in rates 
of duty proposed by the bill have 
thus far been made by the Committee. These 
changes it is decided not to make public, as no 
vote is considered final. The Committee has 
decided that a majority may at any time reopen 
any question. 

The Committee bas not adopted Secretary 
Sherman’s recommendation with respect to 

THE FREE LIST. 

The suggestion was, that all articles which 
did not yield them $10,000 be placed on that 
list. The Committee has discovered that, by 
reducing the duty on some of these articles, the 
revenue would be largely increased. Mr. 
Wood’s entire purpose, he says, is 
to simplify the system of collection of 
duties, and to reduce taxation on articles of 
popular commerce. Besides, he thinks that the 
bill will assist the country towards opening for- 
eign markets for surplus products. This he 
specially hopes to accomplish by 

DISCRIMINATING DUTIES 
upon articles imported from countries that im- 
pose discriminating duties on United States 
products. Mr. Wood thinks the bill will reduce 
the cost of collection one-half. He proposes 
to take off from 10 to 0 per cent of taxes 
on the four great branches of industry,—iron, 
steel, cotton goods, woolen goods, and silk.

In a letter dated Aug. 5, 1 urging the re- 
monetization of silver, I said: It is nowhere 
denied that until the act of 1873, silver, equally 
with gold, was al -tender, and that the laws 
authorizing the Treas Department to bor- 
row $3,000,000,000 pled the faith of the Goy- 
ernment for the repayment of the interest and 
principal of its bonds in gold or silver coin. But · 
for the ill-advised action of Congress in 1873, 
no collision of opinion would or could haye 
arisen. All that remains. therefore, for con- 
sideration is, how the act of 1873 affects the in- 
terests our ple and the welfare of our 
country. The effect, if not the object, of that 
act was to depreciate silver and appreciate gold. 


The usance on gold, consequently, has been ob- 


stinately maintained, and, as a corollary, de- 
monetized silver suffers a corresponding de- 
preciation in value. What, then, would be the 
effect of the repeal of the law of 1873? Would 
not the price of gold go down and that of silver 
come up until, as formerly, their relative values 
a ated?’ :

SECRETARY SHERMAN’S DECLARATIONS. 

In a letter written last week by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, silver dollars coined before 
1878 are declared to de a legal-tender. Silver, 
therefore, coined and in circulation five years 
ago, as Secretary Sherman now admits, was 
„honest money.“ I ask any intelligent, un- 
prejudiced person to compare the legal-tender 
silyer dollar, coined before 1373, with the silver 
dollar coined since that date, and tell me why 
the latter is worth eight cents less than the 
former. I have made this comparison. If there 
be any difference in weight or fineness, that dif- 
ference is in favor of the demonetized dollar. 
Of course there is but one answer to this question. 
The trade-dollar lacks the Government super- 
scription.”” The law of Congress deprives it of 
its legal-tender character. The reason given 
tor its demonetization by the Comptroller of 
the Currency was that it was worth 3 per cent 
more than the gold dollar. It is the plain duty 
of Congress, therefore, under the Constitution, 
to fix and adjust the relative weight and value 
of sitver and gold, giving the country the ben- 
efit of both standards as a specie basis broad 
enough to sustain a paper currency adequate to 
the requirements of business. In this way, and 
in this way only, can we resume and maintain 
specie payments. 

In another letter, dated Jan. 24, Secretary 
Sherman says: That the fatal mistake of the 
Government was committed in 1863, by repeal- 
ing the section of the Legal-Tender Jaw which 
was designed to aid in bringing about resump- 
tion. That repeal,” he adds, was the cause 
of all the financial evil we have suffered, and 
from which we cannot recover until we restore 
that right or redeem on demand our notes in 
coin. Until then our notes are depreciated by 
our act, and we have no right to take 
advantage of our own wrong by forcing upon 
the bondholders the notes we refuse to re- 


cetre.”’

So, too, the beneficent hand of 
Providence may be discerned in other manifesta- 
tions. When the sea ceased to furnish an ele- 
ment essential to civilization, the earth sud- 
denly and unexpectediy opened its storehouse. 
In other wo when the last whale 
disappeared, inexhaustible supplies of oil 
were discovered where it had been hid- 
den for centuries in the forests and 
valleys of Pennsylvania. These oils are ex- 
tensively used throughout our own country, and 
form a large and valuable portion of our exports 
to foreign countries. And again, rivers enter- 
ing into the Mediterranean Sea abound in sar- 
dines, a species of fish unknown to most other 
— of the world, and yet but for a benef- 
nt and beautiful provision of Providence 
those only who reside upon the shores of the 
Mediterranean, and the rivers emptying into i 
could have enjoyed a luxury in which al 
civilized countries now participate. Along the 
shores of the Mediterranean, through France, 
Sardinia, etc., are immense olive forests. Thus, 
while the rivers supply the fish, the olive-tree 
furnishes the oil in which they are preserved, 
and without which, except in limited quantities, 
they would have been as useless as the moss 
bunkers with which we fertilize. 
In a former ‘letter I suggested, after the 
of the law authorizing silver, that the 
whole question of money standards might ad- 
vantageously be submitted to an international 
congress. I am glad to see that such an as- 
semblage is contemplated at Washington and 
abroad. The subject is of sufficient importance 
to be thus considered, but until we get back to 
the financial ground we occupied before 1873, 
we shall be in no condition to assert or main- 
tain the rights and interests of our country.

WILL HAYES VETO THE SILVER 
BILL? 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMO, Feb. 9.—This isa question that is 
upon the lips of every fairly-intelligent voter 
in the United States. Everybody is asking his 
neighbor, Will the President veto the Silver 
bill? 

It is generally conceded that it will pass Con- 
gress by a large majority of both Houses, and 
that it will receive the Executive veto. 

No question of a veto since the adoption of 
the Constitution has created so intense and 
universal anxiety as this one. 

The whole country sits upon the anxious seat. 

The money-changers and the bond and mort- 
gage holders are auxiously hoping for a veto, 
that the bill may be smothered; while the 
tradesmen, the manufacturers, and the toiling 
and struggling millions of workers and pro- 
ducers are anxiously hoping the bill will be ap- 
proved and become a law. 

Within the next twenty days the President 
will probably be called upon to say whether he 
will veto the bill or not veto it. 

In his last message to Congress and to the 
country he gave a clear and candid expression 
of his views upon the question of silver money. 
This he had a right todo. He had just as good 
a right to express his views upon the question 
of silver money, the old dollar or the new, as 
any voter in the United States. This he has 
done, and no more. He has not said he would 
veto the bill, nur that he would not veto it. 

His views upon this question are as good, at 
least, as the views of the average citizen but 
they are no more binding than “the views of any 
other man until he is cailed upon by Congress 
to sign or veto the bill. 

The President of the United States is not a 
Dictator. He is placed at the head of the Gov- 
ernment by the people to perform the duties of 
Uhief Magistrate as a servant of the people, not 


as their master.

WHAT MIGHT HAPPEN, 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cnc, Feb. 11.—Everybody nowadays has 
something to say about the financial policy of 
the Government and the Silver bill. It is my 
turn now, and J shall proceed at once to afflict 
you with my views. In order to convince you 
on the start that I have given the gubject a 
great deal of thought, and commenced early in 
life to study great financial problems, I will re- 
late the following incident: When I was quite a 
small boy I remember upon one occasion I be- 
came the happy possessor of a silver quarter, 
and immediately visited the nearest apple-stand 
and entered into negotiations with the old 


woman in charge for the purchase of four ap- 
ples, which were to cost 10 cents, She had 
nothing less than 10-cent pieces, so I suggested 
that I would take two more apples for the five 
cents, and before she had time to figure it up 
I was some distance away, With six apples in m 
ets. Just before I turned the corner 

ooked back, and shall never forget the ex- 
cited and puzzled expression on her face as she 
stood there holding the quarter in one hand und 
counting the dirty fingers of the other, trying 
to get it through her head quick enough to stop 
me, if — before I got out of her reach. 
I remember | not get it clear in my own 
mind for some time after (and that is probably 
the reason why 1 did not pass by her stand for 
some days after), and to this day I am obliged 
to stop and think it over to make up my mind 
just how much I was ahead. Is it to be wonder- 
ed at, then, that I am puzzled now sometimes 
when I try to understand the great financial 
question of the day! 

There is one thing that I can underständ, 
however, and that is: our Government commit- 
ted a dishonest err ion when 
they demonetized silver, and I think that old 
apple-woman knew more about finances than 
some of the old women now at the head of the 
Government. I became more firmly convinced 
of that fact the other day when I was looking 
over some mementoes or souvenirs of the War 
of the Rebellion, and came across a silver dollar 
which was ove of the identical dollars vaid to 
me for my services as an officer in the regular 
army by the Paymaster. They paid us then, 
part in silver and part in gold, in August, I 
think it was, of the year 1861. I have that dol- 
lar now. It has the American eagie and 
United States of America“ stamped upon it. 
Now I have some duties or Government taxes to 
pay, and they will not take it back. If that is not 
repudiation, please explain what is. A great 
many of us old soldiers who don’t pretend to 
know much about financial matters, but tried 
to serve our country honestly and faithfully, 
and got our pay in silver, would like to know, 
because if it is honest and right, and not repu- 
diation, we will trv and fix it so that at the next 
election for President of the United States some 
one will be elected who will relieve us of the 
terrible burden of our national debt. Our prop- 
erty is fast being confiscated by the money- 
lenders and bondholders, our taxes are enor- 
mous, and we must get relief some way. We did 
what we could to put down the Rebellion, and 
don’t wish to pay all the war-debt in our short 
lives, and give up our homes and sacrifice all 
that we have accumulated by our hard fightin 
and labor. Our children are willing, and shoul 
bear some of the burden after we are gone. 

But I came near forgetting to tell you that 
in the same box with that silver dollar there is 
an old coat, with a oon jagged hole in the 
sleeve made by a Rebel pe-shot, and a cap 
with a nice round: bailot-hole through the top 
of it, as smooth asif it had been cut with a 
sharp, round half-inch punch (it was a low- 
crowned cap); which, by the way, puts me in 
mind of an incident. At the battle of Pitts- 
burg Landing I had occasion to send my Irish 
orderly to the rear after my horse. When he 
returned he was sticking his finger through a 
hole in the top of a very high-crowned hat, 
and, with a combined expression of fear, 
excitement, and good humor, he remarked, 
in rich brogue, that if it had been a low- 
crowned hat he would have been shot. But to 
return to our subject, and be serious once 
more. If our Government continues to crip- 
ple the resources of the country dy contraction, 
demonetization, etc., something will break.

THE METHODISTS. 

The regular weekly meeting of the Methodist 
ministers of this district was held yesterday 
morning at the usual room on Washington 
street. After the usual devotional exercises, 
conducted by Hiram Odell, of River Forest, the 
Rev. Mr, Youker proceeded to discuss to some 
extent the revision of the Church’s revival 
methods; was one necessary! The speaker de- 
fined revivals, and explained the difference 
between the mere excitement and noise and 
the genuine revival. It was possible to 
have excitement without a _ revival, dut 
a true revival must have excitement at- 
tending it. There was a modern invention 
of a revival without an increase in the 
congregation,—steady work, so called. This 
was a curse to the Church, and the sooner it per- 
ished the better for the Church. The great 
method which the Church had always used, and 
always would use, was preaching. There were 
other methods, but they were all secondary to 
the preaching of the Gospel. It was the dut 
of every minister to preach for revivals, an 
not to fritter away his time in other ways. 
There were certain places where revtvals were 
not possible: he himself had deen put where 
even Jesus Christ could hardly have made con- 
versions; but he had done the only thing he 
could,—grimed and borne it. Next to the 
preaching was the prayer meeting when well 
conducted. Butit was absolutely nece to 
have them well managed. It did not follow 
that because a man was a minister he was fit to 
lead the prayer-meeting. Properly conducted,the 

yer-meeting was second only to the preach- 
ng. With proper preaching and prayer-meet- 
ings theré would be a revival in every church 
under Heaven where it was possible to have 
one. The points in the revision were first to 
have the meeting at a prover hour, to have the 
mecting begin on time absolutely, to shorten 
the reading and comment on the ptures, to 
distribute the time for prayer among more per- 
soas, so that one or two might not take up all 
the time. 

The Rev. Mr. Williamson asked that some 
one who knew (if any one did) what the 
Church's methods were would state what they 


were. 

Dr. Miller, a physician, spoke from an ex- 
perience of eighteen years in the ministry. 
There was but one great and important fact 
that affected the work, and that was the state 
of mind of the worker. The speaker narrated 
his experience in the missionary work in Balti- 
more, where he began with the very lowest 
classes of society, and was very successful. 

Dr. Hatfield said that he had at one time 
pretty clear notions about revivals, but bis 
theory had all been knocked into pi. After 
indorsing Mr. Youker’s views on the impor- 
tance of preaching, the speaker said that per- 
haps the people were too technical in their 
ideas of what preaching the Gospel 
was, He thought that an  earn- 
est testifving by any man, woman, or 
child was useful preaching. He illustrated his 
views by an experience at Clifton Springs, 
where a great revival was begun and carried on 
without much of any preaching or exhortation. 
The main impediment in the way of the progress 
of the Church was the inconsistency of many of 
its members, especially their conduct in money 
matters. 

Elder Willing thought there was danger in 
looking at the hindrances, and not at the great 
Lord who was ready to help. He gave an inter- 
esting and viyid account of the work and suc- 
cess in Simpson Church the previous day, 
when some thirty persons had their hearts 
touched by the Word. It seemed to him that 
the methods should be revised by omitting the 
old methods and living by the minute. 

The Rev. Mr. McChesney thought the pulpit 
had just now a mission of comfort to struggling 
souls. 

The meeting then adjourned, to continue the 
same discussion one week later, with the Rev. 
Mr. Cauldwell as leader.

THE CITY FINANCES. 

It is time for citizens to look the financial 
situation of the City Government fairly and 
squarely in the face. The Supreme Court 
has, in two cases, at an interval of one year 
between them, laid down, in a very emphatic 
manner, that the City Government cannot 
carry on its affairs except on a cash basis. 
This is practically the decision. In the first 
place, it is asserted that the city debt having 
already reached the ultimate limit, it is not 
lawful for the city to incur any debt in addi- 
tion; that it cannot borrow any money 
in anticipation of its revenue; that 
it may issue orders on the Treasury pay- 
able out of taxes actually levied when 


collected, but such orders must be issued 


in payment and without any recourse 
against the city. The decisions emphatically 
prohibit the issue of any interest-bearing 
paper, and deny the power of the city to 
make an appropriation or to levy a tax to 
pay any interest on any such paper. It is 
well for citizens generally to follow this de- 
cision to its logical conclusions, and to ask 
in what condition it leaves the city. If the 
city cannot pay interest on its revenue or- 
ders, then no holder of such orders can sell 
them at such a rate of discount as will pro- 
hibit their negotiation. In the meantime, 
the city has to go on with the Government, 
and how to do this without money and with- 
out the privilege of anticipating its revenue 
is just the problem. 

Fortunately, this decision comes before 
the making of the annual appropriations. 
The City Council have now before them the 
law, and must govern themselves according- 
ly. Itis of nouse to make appropriations 
that cannot be expended. The city is 
about one year behind in its finances. 
The practice of anticipating its revenue 
to meet current expenditures being peremp- 
torily prohibited, the city must limit its ex- 
penditure to the cash means at its command, 
and it has no cash means. The duty of the 
Common Council, therefore, is a plain one. 
It must reduce the expenditures for all pur- 


poses of current government, say one- 


third or one-half, and it must provide 
cash fund to 


priation and tax-levy for 1878 will not be col- 


lected until August. 1879, except a small 


portion in January, February, and March of 
next year. While a reduction of ordinary 
appropriations, say to $2,000,000, and a 
total tax-levy for $4,000,000, may do much 
to meet the difficulty next year, it leaves the 
city for the present year in the extraordinary 
position of a Government without money. 
Unless citizens voluntarily advance the 
money and wait for its payment until 
August or September, it will not be possible 
for the Comptroller to pay even the interest 
on the funded debt. 

It is no use railing against the Supreme 
Court, or in demanding a rehearing of this 
question. That does not meet the plain and 
immediate issue that the city must reduce its 
expenditures to the minimum ; it must con- 
tract its expenditures for schools, for police, 
for firemen, for gas, for improvements, and 
for sewers, toa sum within the cash means 
which will probably be available. The op- 
erations of the Board of Public Works 
should be limited to indispensable repairs. 
There 1 a fund for the partial support of the 
schools outside of the. special city tax, and 
the reduction would be mitigated by that 
fact. It is not, however, a matter of choice, 
but one of necessity, and as such we com- 
mend it to the attention of the public as a 
great public embarrassment from which 
there is no escape, and which will call for a 


In the course of the debate on the Silver 
bill in the House on Saturday last, Mr.

It is 
especially mean and contemptible to do this 
gratuitously and without provocation, and 
to travel out of the record and throw it in 
one’s face because of a difference of opinion 
upon a subject which has no connection, di-

temerity to stand up and say that Chicago 
would not do in such a contingency just as 
much in proportion to her ability as New 
York did for us. But there is this difference 
between Chicago and New York—in case of a 
controversy upon an abstract question, hav- 
ing no connection with the deed of charity, 
in which Chicago got the worst in the argu- 
ment, she would not have taunted New York 
by reminding her of the days of her trouble 
and sorrow when she had to call upon the 
world for help to get on her feet again. 

Now that New York, through one of her 
Representatives, and in the most public 
manner possible, throws back her charity 
into our faces and taunts us with it, we have 
a right to look into the motives of that 
charity, and ascertain if all the obligation 
rests upon us, and if we are so bound and 
loaded down by the kindness of New York 
that we must rest silent under all the con- 
tumely she may see fit to thrust upon us. 
Now that Mr. Currrznpen has opened the 
question, and in an insolent manner, we 
may retort with the declaration that New 
York could well afford to assist Chicago to 
rise out of her ashes. The sooner Chicago 
was set upon her feet, the better it was for 
New York. Chicago was her best customer 
in the United States. For ten or twelve 
years previous to the fire she had sold more 
goods, and done more trade, and made more 
money out of Chicago than out of any 
other city in the country. If she 
loaned money here, she received @ fruit- 
ful return in large and abundant 
interest. If she speculated in our real es- 
tate, she made immense profits upon her in- 
vestments. There was no way in which she 
had financial dealings with us in which she 
did not make plenty of money out of us, 
and, being such a profitable customer and 
unwilling to lose us, or, more strictly speak- 
ing, unable to do without us, it was for her 
interest to help us. Ohicago has made 
abundant recognition of that assistance. 
She has acknowledged the favor in full, with 
all that it implies, and it now seems to im- 
ply that New York men can descend to the 
contemptible act of throwing it up in our 
faces. At the same time, we do not forget 
that for every dollar New York has given us 
she has made a hundred out-of us. 

Finally, what has the charity of New York 
in 1871 to do withthe attitude of Chicago on 
the silver question in 1878? Because New 
York helped us seven years ago, is that to 
prevent us from having any opinion ever 
afterwards upon financial questions? Can 
we have no opinion upon what constitutes 
money? No option in what money we shall 
pay our debts? No opportunity, with the 
proofs all about us, to declare that the hard 
times grow out of the mono-metallic system 
which keeps the country continudlly ham- 
pered by a falling market? It is a singular 
logic which decides that, because we were 
once burned out and relievedin part by New 
York, therefore we must express no opinions 
upon fiscal questions. And yet this is the 
logic which Mr. Currrenpen employs! Does 
this gentleman represent the real sentiments 
of the people of New York, or does he only 
express his own views? In either case, he 
has acted with insufferable impertinence 
and with an insolence which should be se- 
verely and promptly resented. by our Repre- 
sentatives. 


SILVER STEALTHILY DEMONETIZED. 

When the German Government proposed its 
scheme of recoinage and demoncectization of silver, 
it printed its plan and distributed it among all the 
leading students of finance in the Kingdom, —the 
professors, bankers, and writers, and so on, and, 
if we remember rightly, left it a year in their 
hands, and solicited their comments on it, before 
attempting to legislate. In other words, it brought 
all the intelligence, experience, and learning of 
the nation to bear on the problem before touching 
it.—New York Nation, Feb. 7. 


How different was the action of the 
United States. Government when it demon- 
etized silver! It did not ask the advice of 
** professors, bankers, and writers,” or 
„print its plan” of demonetization and 
distribute it among the leading students 
of finance” in the country, or bring the 
intelligence, experience, and learning of the 
nation to bear on the problem before touch- 
ing it.” Our Government had no plan” 
of demonetization. It did not propose 
demonetization. It did not intend demon- 
etization. Neither the Government as a 
whole, nor any branch of it, understood fully 
what it was doing when it demonetized 
silver, When the Coinage act of 1873 was 
before the Lower House of Congress, Mr. 
Porr, of New York, said the introduction 
of such a bill at such a time, when there 
Was no coin in the country, excited his 
suspicion,” and denounced it as a cover 
to something not made clear.” The reading 
of the bill was stopped in the House be- 
fore the section omitting the silver dollar 
from the coinage was reached. and in the 
Senate it was not read at all, but was, as a 
recent writer forcibly puts it, ‘‘ sneaked 
through by the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee.” 

The stealthy nature of the acts by which 
the demonetization of silver was procured is 
shown, first, by the fact that the whole ob- 
ject of the Coinage bill was not stated in its 
title. If the object was to remove the silver 
dollar from the list of coins hereafter to be 
minted in this country, it should have been 
stated. A change of such importance ought 
not to have been hidden as it was, in 4 
Bill for the Better Regulation of the Govern- 
ment Mints, and for other purposes.” The 
vague expression and for other purposes” 
is used pro forma in the titles of half the 
bills annually passed by Congress. The 
proper course to pursue in throwing out the 
standard used from the foundation of the 
Government would have been that adopted 
by the German Government and described 
by the Nation. There should have been 
full discussion, consultation with ‘‘ profess- 
ors, bankers, and writers,” a year for reflec- 
tion, and, finally, A Bill Prohibiting the 
Coinage of the Silver Dollar and Limiting 
Its Legal-Tender Quality.” Then the peo- 
ple would have known exactly what was in- 
tended, and, if the bill under such circum- 
stances had passed, there could now be no 
occasion for complaint. 

The manner of demonetization was 
stealthy, in the second place, because it was 
obscure. It was accomplished by two acts, 
neither one of which was direct or positive. 
As the coinage of silver was stopped by the 
simple omission of the dollar from the list of 
coins to be minted, so its legal-tender quality 
was limited to sums of $5 by the adoption | 
of the Revised Statutes, which were said to 
contain no new legislation. Thus by two 
separate acts, each pretending to have a dif- 
ferent purpose and effect, the silver dollar

There is no reason for doubt that the BLAN bil

es, even if a veto of a bill so thoroughly agitated, 
and which is evidently according to the popular 
mind, would be according to the constitutional in- 
tent of the veto. 

As we understand it, this is almost equivalent 
to saying that under the circumstances it would 
be an abuse of the veto power to veto the BLanD 
bill: 

But this is a Government by the people, right or 
wrong. This bill is about to become a law, and we 
think the popular voice sustains it. When it has 
become a law, with such popular support, our 
further resistance will be useless. The country 
will have been launched upon the silver experi- 
ment, and it will have to be fully tried. And now, 
when this bill shall have become a law, we shall be 
as earnest that the experiment of the silver stand- 
ard shall be fully tried as we have been against 
the change to this standard. 

That is what we considered an unconditional 
and graceful surrender and promise of future 
good behavior. But that is not all. The 
Gazette went on with the zeal of a new convert 
to say: 

We shall ineist that it shall not be kept from 
operation by setting up any fraudulent difficulties, 
nor by any restrictions upon the utilizing of silver 
in all fnancial and commercial operations. It has 
been advocated as indispensable to aid resumption 
in 1879. We insist, therefore, that its aid to tais 
shall not be restricted to the sum of $25, 000, 000, 
$30, 000,000,00u, or $40,000,000, or whatever 
amount the mint can coin before that time, but 
that the facilities shall be applied to it by which 

ola bullion is made availabie, withent coining, for 
arge transactions of finance and trade. 

This is sound and to the point, and in perfect 
harmony with what Tun Trisunz had been 
earnestly advocating: 

We instet that silver shall be treated with the 
same con dence as gold, not as d dangerous beast, 
to be restrained, but as a good to be had to the ut- 
most. We itneist that the silver standard, once 
enacted, shall be made to come into full operation 
as soon as practicaoie, so that the long uncertainty 
that has weighed on the nation’s encraies shall be 
terminated. 

The Gazette then goes on to advocate the issue 
of silver certificates for stamped bars, so as to 
aid resumption and utilize the product of our 
mines, and winds up ite article in these words: 

When this standard shall have been 
the passage of the, 
the experiment be tried in good faith, and that ail 
these and other facilities, which we would freely 
apply to gold, shal! be applied to silver.

‘silver dollar“ The Gazette knows very well 
that silver halves and quarters were full legal- 
tender from 1792 until 1854, and during this 
period many millions of halves and quarters 
were coined and put in circulation. The Gazette 
also knows that, from the beginning of the 
American Government, Spanish (and subse- 
quently Mexican) doliars, halves, and quarters 
were full Jegal-tender money, equally with 
American coinage, down to 1857-’58, only three 
years before the War. The Gazette knows that 
the Spanish dollar, half, gnd quarter, and the 
Mexican dollar, half, and quarter, contained the 
same weight of pure silver as the American sil- 
ver coins. The Gazelte knows that, being 
made full legal-tenders, they were the 
same in our monetary system as Amer- 
ican silver coins. The Gazette also knows 
that the country was full of those 
American, Spanish, and Mexican full legal-ten- 
der silver coins, from the time of the Revolu- 
tionary War almost to the time of the Slave- 
holders’ Rebellion. For many years their cir- 
culation equaled $100,000,000 to $200,000,000, 
with a population averaging but half what it is 
now. As long as bard money circulated as the 
money of account, say from 1775 until 1861, sil- 
ver, and not gold, was the coip ip common use 
among the masses.

and a violation of the pledges of the Nicholls 
Government. X can be stated that as to this 
the Cabinet is united. All agree with Sherman 
that, if the present proceedings in New Or- 
leans are to be taken as a _  speci- 
men of Soutbern Democracy, reconciliation 
seems impossible. A member of the Cabinet 
to-night, in referring tothe prosecutions, stated 
that the prospect for peace and harmony in the 
country seemed to be more gloomy than it 
has at any time since the War. He 
interprets this action as a gross viola 
tion of the Nicholls pledges; thinks 
the Bourbons have the ascendency not only in 
Louisiana, but throughout the South, and in-

WHITTAKER. 
SOILED LEAVES FROM THE RECORD OF THE UP- 
. RIGHT JUDGE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D, C., Feb. 11.—The trial of 
the members of the Returning Board by Judge 
Whittaker, of New Orleans, and his manifestly 
unjust rulings, caused inquiry to be made here 
about his past history. Records of the 
Treasury Department show that Whit- 
taker is at this moment a  defaulter 
to the amount of about $600,000 to the United 
States. The circumstances of his defalcation 
are as follows: When New Orleans was cav- 
tured by the Federal troops, Thomas May, 
Special Agent of the Treasury, was placed in 
charge of the Sub-Treasury, and remained in 
the position of Assistant Sub-Treasurer until he 
became President of the First National Bank. 
Whittaker took his place as Assistant Treas- 
urer. May became 

ONE OF HIS BONDSMEN. 
In 1867 information was received at the Treas- 
ury Department of transactions between the 
First National Bank of New Orleans and the 
Sub Treasury. whereupon Mr. Knox, now 
Comptroller of the Currency, and Meline, of 
the Treasurer’s office, were sent to Louisiana to 
make investigation. Whittaker was absent. 
Upon examining his office they found 
it short about $1,000,000. Demanding of the 
Cashier where the remainder of the funds 
were, he replied that they were in Whittaker’s 
tin box. The box was found to contain 
promissory notes, bills of exchange, and 
memoranda, out of which the Government 
realized about $100,000. Among these papers 
were several drafts for large amounts on Oakes 
Ames, 
WHICH WERE PROTESTED, 
Ames asserting that the signers of the draft had 
no authority. May and Whittaker both turned 
over all their property to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Out of May the Government realized 
about $500,000, but only a trifling amount has 
ever been obtained from Whittaker. The 
defalcation, as it now rtands, is about 
$600,000, for which Whittaker is 
wholly responsible. The officers of the De- 
ment never knew exactly bow much of that 
1,100,000 was taken from the Treasury during 
Whittaker’s administration. Whittaker was a 
Collector of Interna] Revenue, and there stiil 
remains a balance of $11,000 in his account with 
the Internal Revenue Bureau that 
HAS NEVER BEEN SETTLED. 

Whittaker may find that the United States 
Courts have terrors in store for him. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN. 
AN UNRESBRVED OPINION. 

Wasurineron, D. C., Feb. 11.—Secretary Sher- 
man, bemg asked if it was true that he, Mat- 
thews, Garfield, Hale, and White had sent a dis- 
patch to Andersoa, said that it was true, and, as 
that fact had been made public, he would fur- 
nish a copy of the dispatch, and they meant all 
they said.

CITY OFFICERS. 
NOTHING DECIDED YET. 

There was a good deal of talk at the City- 
Hall yesterday, but, when the doors were locked 
at 5 o’elock, the Mayor, Comptroller, and Fi- 
nance Committee were no nearer an answer to 
the question, How are we to exist?“ than they 
were when they came down in the morn- 
ing. The air was full of waves which 
brought to the ear, “The certificates 
will be paid.“ That seemed settled, 
and not worth bothering about. The other was 
the problem for which a solution was looked 
for, but in vain. The Comptroller was calm, 
but looked puzzled. Aldermen who dropped in 
to see him didn’t say much. They were think- 
ing. Toward noon an anxious-looking man 
came in with an 1877 $500 certificate which fell 
due Sunday. When he got an order for the 
principal and interest he was happy, and when 
he got his movey from the Treasurer he had 
faith in Chicago. 

Interviewing was pretty up-hill work, since 
no one felt disposed to say much. In a trip 
around the rookery a reporter learned what

did not need to be interviewd@l. He expressed 
his views in the presence of the Mayor, Comp- 
troller, ex-Comptroller urley, and ex- 
Corporation-Counsel Tule no were all in 
the Comptroller's offiee Cover the sit ua- 
tion. Mr. Adams said the derision was of the 
most sweeping character. It absolutely pre- 
vented the city from borrowiag a cent. There 
was no escape from this ¢onclusion. “If I 
were Mayor,“ said he, “I would go to Supt. 
Hickey and say key, discharge every 
man under you, and after Mr. Hickey had done 
that, I would discharge him. Then I would go 
to the Fire Department and do the same 
by Benner. Then the other departments, 
and I would put the keys of the city 
building in my pocket go home.” He 
repeated this advice several times, and reiter- 
ated the assertion that under the decision the 
city could not borrow a dollar for anything, and 
might as well discharge the men at once as to 
ask them to serve for twenty-two months for 
nothing. The city was not borrowing money as 
allowed by the Supreme Court in the Edwards 
case. The Edwards case decided that the city 
could give a laborer, for instance, a warrant for 
the work done, and after the warrant is drawn 
the city officer, and not the dity, is liable for its 
payment. Under such a form of payment all 
services rendered to the city could be obtained 
only at an increase of 20 to 50 per cent over the 
market price, and the Edwards case decides 
that the city cannot, in order to save 
the difference, borrow the money at 6 
per cent and pay the laborer cash. Nor 
could the city borrow the whole tax 
levy without any interest. The position of the 
Court seemed perfectly ridiculous when it thus 
said that a city should be conducted without 
revenue. Men were elected to run the City 
Government and had to give bonds for the 
faithful performance of their duties, but if they 
were thus deprived of the money they could not 
perform their duties, and would be liable for 
any injury to the city. There would be nothing 
left for them but to resign. 

MAYOR HEATH. 

His Honor chewed up more yesterday 
than he usually does in a month. One didn’t 
last him more than half an hour.

It is the duty of the Council to appropriate a 
sum suflicient to leave a margin over 
and above absolute expenses,—what ought to 
have beeu done for years, and what I have ad- 
vocated,—and then not expend the apvropria- 
tion. Te difficulty has been that we have 
spent ail the appropriations. No public im- 
provement should go on until the money for it 
is collected or being collected. With economy 
we could have a margin at the end of the year, 
and in time accumulate a capital to bridge over 
the time between the levying and collection of 
the tax. But that doesn’t help us out this year. 
What is to be done now? is the question. 

If any one enjoins the city from taking up 
the certificates, they cannot be paid! ” 

„ do not admit that it is possible for the 
City of Chicago to get rid of paying honest ob- 
ligations.

THE SCHOOLS. 

WHAT THE PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD THINKS. 

Ho far,” said a reporter yesterday to Mr. 
W. K. Sullivan, President of the Board of Edu- 
cation, is it possible to reduce the expenses of 
carrying on the schools for the ensuing year?” 

Ot course that depends entirely on circum- 
stances. The reductions can be made to the 
extent of closing the schools entirely and hav- 
ing no expenditures for school purposes. If it 
be true, as some persons who are well informed 
contend, that no money can be borrowed to pay 
the salaries of teachers for a year and a half, 
and the teachers, if they should work for the 
Board of Education for that time, must 
do so without pay, it isn’t at all likely 
that they would continue teaching. In 
that case, & course, there would be vo 
schools and no expenditures. There is another 
way of cutting down expenses, and that is to 
shorten the school-year. For every month cut 
off the saving would be, on the teachers’ pay- 
roll, about $49,000, on the janitors’ and officers’ 
pay- roll about $4,600, and for rents, fuel, and 
general supplies, about $7,000, making a total 


of $61,000 a month.”’ 

„Cannot the teachers’ salaries be cut down?” 

» don’t think it is possible to cut them 
down, as they are about as low now as the ma- 
jority of them can live upon. The increase of 
the estimates for salaries for the fiscal year 
1878 over the fiscal year 1877 is accounted 
for as follows: the change in the schedule, 
advancing the salaries of assistants ia the 
Primary and Grammar Schools $50 a year each 
year until the maximum is attained, instead of 
$100 per annum every two years, makes an in- 
crease of $6,680. Then there is a salary of a 
bookkeeper, which is an addition over last year 
of about $1,200. Thereisalso an increase in 
the salary of the building and Supply Agent of 
$125, and an increase in the salary of the special 
teacher of German of $30). The increase of 
teachers during the last year—since the last 
estimates were furnished—numbers fifty, at 
$350 per annum, which makes an ip- 
crease of $17,500. These are engaged in 
teaching half-day divisions. Then there was 
also an increase of twenty-five teachers who get 
the lowest salary—$ per annum—which 
amounted to $10,000, making a total increase of 
$27,500. The rearrangement of the schedule of 
High-School teachers involves an increase of 
84,850. The total increase in salaries is $40,605. 
As I said before, it is hardly to be expected that 
teachers will work for less salaries than they 
are now getting, especially those in the lowe: 
grades. t the same time it may de 
that the increase of $6,650 under the 
present circumstances could. be dispensed 
with. I think the services of the 
bookkeeper are necessary, and whether his sal- 
ary could be reduced is a question. The increase 
in the salary of the Building and Supply Agent, 
$125, isa matter of small importance, but it 
isn’t likely he will insist on the increase. The 
increase in the salary of the syecial teacher of 
Germav was made at the request of the Com- 
mittee on German, because they considered it 
necessary to properly compensate a competent 
person. The salaries of the High-School teach- 
ers might be kept as they were in the past year.

A PROMINENT BUSINESS MAN. 
Said the reporter to him: 

“What do you, as a business man, think of 
this recent decision of the Supreme Court, the 
effect of which is unquestionably that the city 
can borrow no money“ 

There is no doubt,” was the reply, that 
the city can do no borrowing, and, therefore, so 
far as I see there are but two courses open tu it. 
The firstis totake the money which is now 
coming into the Treasury from the taxes of 
1877, and which should rightfully be paid to the 
holders of the certificates drawn against the 
—— of that year, 2 that money for 
ordinary pur uring e present year. 
This is —— — to making a — aie or 
to forcibly securing an extension of the certifi- 
cates for another year without interest. Were 
the city to attempt to do this, I do not see how 
it could be interfered with within a year. If, 
on the other hand, the 22 authorities ins‘st 
upon paying them, as they doubtless will unless 


interfered with by an injunction, then the 


only other thing left to do is to stop business. 
If aman who has been keeping ten servants 
has no money, he dismisses nine of them; or} if 
he is utterly destitute, he dismisses them all, 
and docs the work himself. That is the condi- 
tion of the city. Since it cannot borrow, and 
will not use the money now coming in, its on] 
resources will be receipts from licenses, an 
charitable contributious. Everybody is so hard 
up uo that I imagine very iew will make volun- 
tary contributions for the sake of carrying on the 
municipality. The most that can be done with 
the license receipts will be to pay the Fire De- 
partment in part at least, for, alter all. the Fire 
Department is perhaps the most essential 
branch ot the City Government.” 

But what is to be done with the Police De- 
partment? If you distiand it, will not the citi- 
zens become a prey to robbers aud thieves who 
will flock here from all quarters“ 

„No, I think not. I can’t im e an Ameri- 
can or English community which would be 
unable to take care itself even if 
al! the machinery of government were to 
disappear. You may take 100 Amcricans, or 
1. G0. or 10,000, and plant them out in the mid- 
die of a prairie, or onan island, and the first 
thing they do will be to organize, spuntaneously 
almost. Soif you were to remove every police 
officer from Chicago to-morrow, it would not be 
a week belore the city would be policed by ori- 
vate enterprise and private means. In quarters 
where the people don’t care to pay for protec- 
tion there would be none, but all the better 
residence and all the business quarters would 
be as efliciently patrolled as they are now. It is 
a mistake to suppose that, because a people 
have bad such things as policeing done for 
them, they are unable, when the pinch comes, 
to take the matter into their own hands, and do 
it themselves. The same thing is applicable to 
street-cicaning. If it is understood that no 
streets are to be cleaned for a year by the city, 
you will find that the merchants who do busi- 
ness on State street will clean that street 
themselves, and that it will be better 
and more cheaply done than at ,resent. If they 
want to have a street paved cheaply, the prop- 
erty-owners do it themseives. To have it done 
expensively, you employ the city to do it. 1 
admit that it would be a great pinch, not only 
to do without mans things which we have been 
accustomed to have, but also to do ourselves 
certain things which we have been in the habit 
of having done for us. But this is 
only an experience which thousands of 
citizens have been individually passing 
through during the past year. And the city, 
after all. is not a being, a thing of itself; it is 
simply the aggregate of all the inhabitants. If 
all the inhabitants are bankrupt, the city is 
bankrupt. And where the city has to pinch and 
squeeze, there the inhabitants have to do the 
same thing. In some respects, possibly, it is a 
biessing in disguise. The result of it will be 
that we will find that we can do without a great 
many things which have been considered neces- 
sary, and that at the end of a coupleof years we 
will have learned a lesson in civic economy 
which will be an advantage for many years to 
come.

The leading produce markets were rather quiet 
yesterday. Hogs, provisions, wheat, and corn 
were firmer, while other markets were steady, with 
little change in prices. The early tendency in 
breadstuffs was to weakness, but the report that 
British consoles had declined 3-16 of 1 per cent 
caused renewed fears of European complications 
that may not be settled without another appeal to 
arms. This, however, was contrary to the ‘one of 
the British advices about breadstuffs, and so our 
markets were tardy, especially as it was reported 
that all restrictions have been removed from the 
shipments of grain from Black Sea ports. The 
receipts here were moderate. with a relative fall- 
ing off in the volume of shipments, 

There was a fair general demand for staple 
and fancy dry goods, and a firm and steady tone 
again pervaded the market. Although the inguiry 
was mostly confined to such quantities as were 
needed for current trade, the aggregate distribu- 
tion reached very respectable proportions. Gro- 
ceries were ordered with some freedom, and as a 
rule were firm. Coffees and sugars were the 
strongest articles in the list, the tendeney in 
both of those staples being slightly upward. 
Prices of butter and cheese were the same 
as previously quoted. and ruled apéut steady. 
Dried fruits were ordered with some freedom, and 
most lines were held at very full prices. Fish were 
quiet and unchanged.

THAT ILLEGAL ASSESSMENT. 
To the Bator of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Feb. 10.—Taking into consideration 
the enermous frauds that are being perpetrated 
oll over our country, the results of which most 
always fall upon and injure those who are the 
sustaining power of Government, I mean tax- 
payers, eight out of ten being the working and 
producing class, is it not high time these mat- 
ters were taken into serious consideration, and 
something done to relieve the over-burdened, 
hard-working, taxpaying part of our com- 
munity? If asingle man, a County Clerk, who 
is no better than common men, and placed in 
office by the votes of the men he is swindling, 
is allowed to add any per cent he may see ut to 
the taxes of citizens who are struggling for ex- 
istence, and if a Judge who is fed and supported 
by the taxpayers is permitted to occupy so 
honorable a position, and to continue to dis- 
criminate so unjustly against the best interests 
of our city, what is the result? Will not the 
property-owners, the business men, sell out and 
getout of a community which allows such 
would-be aristocratic law-decders to titne their 
hard earnings to the extent of bankruptcy? 
Why. what are we coming to? Are we to sit 
quietly and submit to such demands, such rob- 
bing as is being perpetrated by such men? Ihe 
answer is patent. There is such a thing as 
arousing the people to a temper when they will 
ignore the unjust decisions of such pretenders, 
and command the ship themselves. Where is 
there any safety in life or property when one 
man deliberately and fraudulently orders 
money out of the pockets of individuals and a 
Judge sustains him in the act?

JOHN T, CUTTING. 
REMANDED TO JAIL. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday morning refused the 
application of John T. Cutting, the bankrupt 
coal merchant, who tiled a petition last Friday 
for a writ of habeas corpus. The decision is of 
considerable interest both to creditors and 
debtors, and is given in full, as follows: 

The relator in this case has been brought before 
this Court ona writ of habeas corpus duly issued 


on his petition setting forth that he has been duly 


adjudged a bankrupt by this Court, that tne bank-

bankruptcy. The Sheriff has returned to the writ 
of habeas corpus that he holds the relator in custo- 
dy for want of bail, on a writ of capias ad re- 
spondendam duly issued out of the Superior Court 
Cook County by order of the Hon. Joseph E. 
Gary, one of the Judges of said Court, commanding 
respondent to arrest Cutting, and him safely keep, 
etc., unless he shall give bail in the sum of $22, - 
000, and that the order of the Judge directing the 
issuance of the capias and the arrest of Cutting, 
and that he be heid to bail in said amount, was 
made upon the affidavits of Joseph A. Stone, one 
of the plaintiffs in the capias suit, and of Judson 
G. Sherman and John A. Fleming, duly filed in 
the Superior Court, in accordance with Chap. 16 
of the Revised Statutes of Illinois, entitled Bail 
in Civil Cases. Copies of those affidavits and of 
the order of Judge — were also attached to the 
Sheriff's return and made a part thereof. It is also 
admitted that the creditors who sued out this capias 
joined in the original petition to have Cutting de- 
Clared a bankrupt, and that they have proved their 
debt now sued on against the bankrupt's estate. 
It is contended on behalf of the relator, Cutting, 
Bankrnpt law and the twenty- 
rule in bankruptcy except him 
for any indebtedness prov- 
able in the bankruptcy proceedings against 
his estate until the question of his dis- 
charge shall have been determined by this Court.

Sec. 5,117. Nodebt created by the fraud or embez- 
ziement of the bankrupt, or by his defaication asa 
public officer, or while ectingin any fiduciary charac- 
ter shall be discharged »y proceedings in bankruptcy; 
but the debt may be proved, and the dividend thereon 
shall be a payment ou account of such debt. 

If Sec. 56,105 stood alone in the law, uncon- 
trolled by any other provisions, it might well be 
deemed to prohibit the prosecution of any suit 
against the bankrupt by a creditor on a claim or 
demand which he had proved in the bankruptcy 

eceedings. But, when all the provisions of the 
aw are considered and construed together, as they 
must be, they being but parts of a complete 7. - 
tem, we must conclude that Congress did not in- 
tend that the rights of creditors whose claims are 
not affected by the discharge from bankruptcy 
shall be necessarily delayed until the determina- 
tiomof the question of the discharge. 

It is contended that the last clause of Sec. 5, 105, 
which was added by the amendment of June 22, 
1874, shows it was intended by that amendment 
to postpone the right of a creditor who had proved 
his debt until the question of the bankrupt's right 
to a discharge had been acted upon in the bank- 
ruptey proceedings. I do not so construe this 
amendment. It seems to me to bave been made 
to preciude the idea that a creditor who had proved 
a 4— in bankruptcy could not afterward sue the 
bankrupt in action at law in cases where a dis- 
charge had been refused, or where the proceedings 
in bankruptcy bad been dismissed before the ques- 
tion of a bankrupt’s rights to a die- 

had been acted upon by the Court. 
It probable that doubts had been 
expressed in sume quarter whether proving a debt 
in — did not preclude the creditor from 
ever after bringing suit against the bankrupt, al- 
though a discharge might have been denied, 80 
that it seems tome this amendment was not in- 
tended to modify Sec. 5,105, and has no effect on 
Secs. 5, 106 and 5, 107. 

So, too, Sec: 5,106, which provides that no 
creditor whose debt is provable shall be allowed to 
prosecute to final judgment any suit at law or in 
equity therefor against the bankrupt until the 

uestion of the debtor's discharge shall have been 
determined, and that such suit on application shall 
be stayed, must be read in connection with the 
succeeding Secs. 5,107 and 5,117, and held not 
to apply to suite for debts which would not be 
affected by the discharge. 

Secs. 5. 107 and 5,117, as above quoted, show a 
clear and unequivocal! declaration in the law that 
there are certain claims from which the discharge 
in bankruptcy does not release the debtor: and 
that the remedies of a creditor holding such 
claims will not be suspended or delayed by the in- 
stitution or prosecution of proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy, —except, perhaps, with this qualification: 
that where 3.— holding a claim which wil! not 
de discharged comes intg the Bankrupt Court and 
proves his claim, thereby seeking to obtain his 
dividend from the bankrupt’s estate to ap- 
ply on such claim, also bring⸗ 
suit at law to enforce his claim, 
or has brought such a suit before bankruptcy, the 
Bankrupt Court would, on application, stay the 
further prosecution of such suit until the settle- 
ment of the bankrupt’s estate, as the dividends 
drawn in the bankruptcy proceedings might pay 
the claim or materially diminish it. 

The evident scope and intention of Rule 27 waa 
to require the District Courts sitting as Courts of 
Bankruptcy to issue their proper process to cause 
the bankrupt to be brought before them in cases 
where he is arrested during the pendency of pro- 
ceedings in bankruptcy, to ascertain whether the 
arrest is made on a claim where 
the only remedy of the creditor would be to prove 
his claim in bankruptcy if the proceedings result 
in a discharge. It clearly was not intended to ap- 
ply to cases coming within Secs. 5. 107 and 5. 117. 

ut I have no doubt that in all cases where a bank- 
rupt is arrested in a civil suit during the pendency 
of proceedings in bankruptcy, and before the ques- 
tion of his discharge has been passed upon by the 
Rankruptey Court, the debtor has the right to in- 
voke the aid of this Court to inquire whether he 
has been arrested upon a claim from which he 
would be discharged, and the Court 
should find, on looking the char- 
acter of the claim, is such 
as would be clearly or probably barred by the dis- 
charge in bankruptcy, he would be released from 
euch arrest, while if the subject matter of the ac- 
tion on which the arrest was made was such as not 
to be affected by the discharge, he would be re- 
manded. In the early administration of the Bank- 
rupt law several very respectable courts held that 
they would only examine the pers apon which 
the arrest was founded to see whether it was for a 
debt dischargeable or not, but I think tne laterand 
more reliable authorities are to the effect that the 
Federal Court can, and upon a proper case may, go 
behind the papers and inquire into the truth of the 
charges upon which the arrest was ordered. 

An examfnation of the affidavits upon which this 
arrest is made, as set forth in the return, shows, 
in my estimation, a flagrant case of fraud, and a 
hability from which the bankrupt would not be dis- 
charged if a discharge shall be granted. As I have 
already said, this Court may inquire into the trath 
of those charges, and if found untrue might dis- 
charge him, but I wil! here suggest that the statute 
of the State of IIlinois provides an equaliy prompt 
and reliable mode ot testing the question of fraud 
on which this arrest is made, and that is by a jury 
of seven householders, and it may be a ques- 
tion whether thie Court ought to interfere with 
the process of the State courts if they 
can give the party as effectual and complete a rem- 
edy as this Court. I have not investigated the au- 
thorities and statutes of the States where the cases 
cited arose to ascertain whether their laws furnish- 
ed a special tribunal to try questions of fraud in 
cases of arrest on that ground. It may be that 
some States do not give as — a remedy, and that 
therefore a Federal court should take on itself the 
responsibility of inquiring into the facts of such a 


case. 

The view which I have taken, however, of this 
case is such as to require me to remand the prison- 
er to the custody of the Sheriff.

Tae Court reconvened at 1 o'clock, and, after a 
delaying conference among all parties interested, 
Mr. Coffee put in a verbal plea that the case micht 
be allowed to go over until Monday next, when, 
the attorney faithfully promised, no motion for 
further continuance, separate trial, or change of 
venue should be made. The State's Attorney and 
the counsel for Sherry agreed to thif_ proposition, 
and accordingly the Court continued the case to 
Monday at 10 o'clock, when, it is understood, no 
dilatory motion will be made, and the trial will 
—— directly, without any further prelim-

eading member in the reform movements of the 
county finances, took especial delight in perse- 
cuting and assalling me at every available oppor- 
tunity. It is astonishing to me that a man who sits 
in as thin a glass house as does Mr. Fitzgerald 
shoald have the audacity to assail me and question 
my honesty and integrity in the matter of fulfilling 
my promise made before the County Board, and, 
particalarly, to make the statement which he did 
make before the Finance Committee, in which, it 
seems, his main object was to question, and, if 
possible, undermine, my honesty and my 
standing in the community and the 
commercial world. That statement was that I was 
transferring my entire property in order to evade 
the just payment of my balance due Cook County. 
It was a malicious falsehood on its face, and Mr. 
Fitzgerald could have easily ascertained, even if 
he had the story on mere hearsay, by making aue 
inquiry, that it was false in every respect. While, 
on the one hand, I fully appreciate the kindness 
and indulgence shown me by some of the members 
of the County Board, yet. on the other hand, I feel 
very much — at being persecuted in the man- 
ner I have described.

BOGUS DEEDS. 
CAPTURE OF AN ALLEGED LAND-PIRATE. 

Yesterday afternoon at about 4 o'clock two men 
were standing on Clark street, near Madison, In 
earnest conversation. Officer James Lennon passed 
by incidentally. A few words were whispered 
into his ear, a paper shown him, and a moment 
later the larger maa of the two was being hurried 
stationwards. Arriving there he was booked 
simply J. B. Strong, arrested and turned over 
to Hugh Chittick, special agent for serving requi- 
sition and warrants, all in due form, procured 
upon the strength of an indictment in Travis 
County, Texas, alleging forgery, and the transfer 
of illegal and forged land- titles. An attempt 
was made’to withhold the facts, but. as there was 
no real reason why they should not be divuiged, 
Mr. Chittick took a Tarsus reporter into his con- 
fidence just as he was about to leave on last even- 
ing’s train for Austin, ex.

The story of the workings of this band of 
land-sharks is the exact counterpart of that made 
familiar to the public in the Turner trials in thig 
city during 1875 and since. Like a thunderbolt 
from a clear sky, On the 23d of November, 1874, a 
deea to 320 acres of property in Hyde Park, near 
the boulevard, occupied at the time by George W. 
Hill, J. Y. Scammon, Hugh Chittick, and others, 
was filed in the Ké@corder’s ojlice by one of the 
Turners. It portended to run from R. P. Robin- 
son. who deeded it to Emoson Hamilton, April 1. 
1836, who in turn deeded it to Heien O'Hara Har- 
rell. June 22, 1842, and oy der con- 
veyed to George A. Kidde, whom Turner 
represented as attorney and son-in-law. 
But to this last conveyance ho papers 
were filed. Messrs. Hill, Scammon, and the 
others caused an inquiry in the United States 
Court. This gave grounds for the criminal prose- 
cution of the Turners, and al-o of J. B. Strong, 
but they ail managed to squeeze out of it. Tue 
TripuNns paid particular attention to the details of 
the case at the time, andalso during the subse- 
quent forgery trials, and enough was divulged to 
show that James Keed was a most dangerous man. 
Hill claimed his title to the property through deeds 
from K. P. Robinson to Joseph Hoxie, dated June 
20, 1836, and from Hoxie to himself dated 1870. 
Hill's investigations brought to light Helen O Hara 
Harrell and a cloud of other witnesses, but, it is 
said, he finally compromised by giving half his 
tract to the Turners. 

But Chittick hung on with bull-dog tenacity, 
and resolved himself into an avenging Nemesis. 
His services as detective were appreciated in 
Austin, Texas. and Strong was indicted, and is at 
present on his way thitner to stand trial. The evi- 
dence is said to be proof positive. and there are 
some hopes that the only principal of the ang not

That J. B. Strong was implicated with the gang 
is evinced by the following extract of a letter 
— in Jim Reed's possession when arrested in

Gen. Ledlie Charges His Partners with 
Sharp Practice and Other 
Things. 


And the Accused Deny All His | 


Allegations. 


Late yesterday afternoon Gilbert W. Ledlie 
filed a bill in the United States Circuit Court 
against Charles Fitzsimmons, Charles J. Con- 
nell, and the Union National Bank. Fitzsim- 
mons and Connell are the well-known contract- 
ors who are now doing the work on the Fuller- 
ton avenue conduit. The bill asks for an ac- 
counting in reference to the building of the con- 
duit and the settlement of the partnership be- 
tween the parties. According to the statement 
of the complainant, about the 3ist of Decem- 


ber, 1872, Fitzsimmons and Connell, with James 


H. Ledlie as special partner, went into 
business together for the purpose of 
dealing in lumber and timber in 
bridge-building under the name of Fitzsim- 
mons. The capital stock of the firm was 
000, Ledlie contributing $20,000 of that 
amount, and Fitzsimmons and Connell $15,000 
each. e profits and losses were to be shared 
at the rate of 30 per cent by Ledlie, 35 per cent 
by Fitzsimmons, and 35 per cent by Connell. 
Subsequently, and in 1874, Ledlie, having waived 
his rights, became a joint partner, receiving as 
a bonus $1,666.66 from each of the partners, 
to equalize their respective shares. It was 
then agreed that the profits and losses 
should shared equally. The bust 
ness was carried on from the 3ist 
of December, 1872, until the 28th of June, 1876, 
when J. H. Ledlie sold out to complainant all 
his interest in the partnership. The business 
was then carried on by these three parties until 
the last of December, 1877, when the partner 
ship was dissolved by limitation. During the 
continuance of the firm mae business contracts 
were entered into with ous parties, and con- 
— which no settlement has ever been 
made. 
have been realized, but how much he cannot 
ascertain, as he has not access to the books; 
and that defendants bave been guilty of 
FRAUD AND UNFAIR DEALING; 
and, in particular, thatin the years 1876 and 
1877 they failed to keep correct books or to 
make full and complete inventories of their 
stock and assets, to his great damage. In par- 
ticular, he states that, on the 13th of Septem- 
ber, 1875, the firm entered into a contract with 
the city to build what is known as the Fullerton 
avenue conduit, involving the use of a large 
amount of money and large contracts and ex- 
penditures. The contract price was 4,- 
201, and large profits were realized, but 
exactly how much complainant does not know 
and cannot ascertain, as defendants have utter- 
ly refused to give him any statement. Ledlie 
urther charges that, in September, 1875, Fitz- 
simmons and Connell, without consulting with 
the other partner. James H. Ledlie, made a se- 
cret and fraudulent agreement with a certain 
banker, by which the latter should become a se- 
cret partner in their contract with the 
city, and have one-fourth of the profits 
of the contract, but should not bear 
any part of tne losses which might accrue. 
About the 20th of April, 1877, J. H. Ledlie, as 
agent of the complainant, learned that this con- 
tract was in existence by finding a copy of the 
same in Connell’s drawer at the He 
then expressly re it as far as his inter- 
est was concerned, and informed Connell that 
he would not be held nor bound by it. The 
complainant now claims that this contract is 
void and fraudulent so far as he is concerned, 
and that neither he nor hie agent, James H. 
Ledlie, has don: or said anything which 
could in any manner be co into a con- 
sent thereto. Fitzsimmons and Connell have 
repeatedly refused to make any statement in 
regard to this Fullerton avenue conduit, giviag 
as an excuse thas the business was in 80 
COMPLICATED A CONDITION 
that ft would be difficult to straig&ten it out. 
Complainant, however, charges that their real 
reason was that they did not wish te disclose 
the secret arrangement with the banker, and de- 
sired to place themselves in a to 
depreciate the assets profits of the 
firm with a view of buying out his (complain- 
ant’s) interest at much less than it was worth. 
About the last of December, 1876, the dcfend- 
ants furnished what they claimea was a balance 
sheet of the assets and liabilities of the firm, 
except so far as the Fullerton avenue conduit 
contract was concerned, but ite affairs were not 
ect forth correctly in that an item of $38,159.40, 
referred to as being ſu the City Treasury to fur- 
ther secure the fulfillment of this contract, and 
a large quantity of machinery, etc., which cost 
$34,589.05, were not included. Excluding these 
two items, the assets of the firm were as fol- 
lows:

Another inventory appears to have been fur - 
nisbed Dec. 81, 1877, at the dissolution of 
the firm; but complainant charges that this 
also is incorrect in many gespects, in that large 
amounts have been chafwred twice against the 
partnership, and that the value put upon the 
assets is incorrect and much below the real 
value, and he claims that this was done for the 

urpose of inducing him to sell out bis interest 
below its value. About the 20th of December, 
1877, complainant, through James H. Ledlie, 
his agent, asked leave to send an expert to

and draw off a balance sheet, but this was re- 
fused by defendants on the ground that thev 
did not wish a stranger to become familiar with 
their business affairs. Since the dissolution of 
the firm, complainant has endvavored, as far as 
possible from the meagre statements of the 
partners, and from personal examinations of 
the books, to find out the condition of the firm’s 
affairs, but his efforts bave met with only par- 
tial success, his tuers attempting, as he 
claims, to conceal from him all information as 
to the true condition of the business. As far as 
he can learn. however, be thinks the following 
is an approximately truthſul estimate:
